CoLrMBos, Ohio, Dec. 14 — With 
simple, yet most solemn and impres- 
sive ceremonies, all that is mortal of 
Allen G. Thurmau, jarist, statesman^ 
and beloved citizen, was consigned to 
mother earth. The entire city felt the 
loss and all joined with the bereayed 
family in their grief. It was the desire 
of the deceased that there should be 
but the simplest exercises when the 
end came, and in accordance with this 
desire were the arrangements for the 
sad ceremony of today made. Two 
years ago. when the wife of the vener- 
able statesman was laid to rest, Kev. J. 
L. Grover conducted i he services, and 
so impressed was Judge Thurman that 
he secured from the minister a promise 
that should fate permit, the same ser- 
vices should be repeated over his re- 
mains. 


The funeral was held at the Thur- 
manp residence at the corner of Bich 
street and Washington avenue at 10 
o'clock this morning and even before 
the appointed hour the house was sur- 
rounded with sorrowing friends who 
were gathered to pay the last tribute 
to the memory of the beloved dead. 
There, mingled together, were the 
state official and the private citizen, 
the Eubstantial business man and the 
mechanic, from thé humbler walks of 
life, all come to testify to theit appreci- 
ation of the sterling qualities and high 
character of the deceased. With be- 
dimmed eyes they stood exposed to 
the wintry blasts, but a small portion 
of the number being able to gain ac- 
cess to the house, awaiting the time 
when they should be permitted to file 
through and take a last look at him 
whom they had all known and loved. 


The Thurman club, named for the 
"Old Koman," and in whose afiPairs the 
dead senator took the greatest interest 
during his lifetime, met at their club 
rooms and marched in a body to the 
house. Governor McKinley*aad the 
state officials met in accordance with a 
pre-arranged plan and together pro- 
oe«ded to the residence, as did also the 
city officials, headed by Mayor Allen. 
The postmaster, acting under special 
permission from 
Washington, 
had 
closed the office, and all the employes, 
well as the other government officials 
the city, attended. 
In addition to 
those were numerous private citizens 
from every walk of life, making an 
immense concourse. Probably at no 
time has there been a more notable 
gathering in the city of Columbus on 
such an occasion. 


The members of the family, the 
governor and party, and . such of the 
friends as could be accommodated, 
were admitted to the house previous to 
the beginning of the services and the 
great doors were closed until the brief 
exercises were concluded. Rev. J. L. 
Grover, who conducted the obsequies, 
was a life long friend ot the deceased 
and is himself bowed under the weight 
of years, having passed his eighty-ninth 
milestone in life's journey and his 
white 
head 
shook 
and his voice 
trembled as he proceeded. 


He began by reading the 90th Psalm 
an^ then followed it by a brief prayer. 
The services were the most simple in 
character, there being no music, and 
coftaisted of the reading of the Episco- 
pal burial service, found in I Corinthi- 
ans, xv-20. Following this Rev. Mr. 
Grover recited the Lord's prayer and 
then pronounced the benediction. 


There was nothing whatever in the 
nature of a sermon, nor were there any 
words spoken other than as here indi- 
cated. Simplicity had been the de- 
sire of the dead man regarding the 
funeral services and his wishes were 
respected. 


The remains were in a plain, but ele- 
gant black casket, and rested in the 
archway between the parlor and hall. 
The features were very li^e like, the 
end having come without the ravages 
of disease, and there was a calm and 
peaceful look on the face. 


0 a the lid of the casket was a plain 
silver plate bearing the inscription : 


Allen Granberry Thurman, Born 
November 13, 1813. Died December 
12, 1895." 


For two hours after the services had 
been concluded a steady stream of peo- 
ple passed through the residence view- 
ing the remain s 
There were but few 
floral designs. On the casket were 
palm leaves, holly and floral designs, 
the utmost simplicity being observed. 


Having consented under pressure to 
share their grief with the public during 
the morning, the family was left alone 
with their dead after the remains had 
been viewed. 
During the afternoon 
the immediate members of the family 
of the deceased accompanied the re- 
mains to the beautiful Greenlawn cem- 
etery west of the city, where the body 
was consigned to the grave. The serv- 
ices here were even more simple than 
those at the house, consisting only of a 
prayer as the body was lowered to its 
last

place,

The pall bearers were mostly 
grandsons and near descendants of the 
Judge and were as follows: Allen G.

a motion to lay on the table was carried 
by a vote of 52 to 10. That part of the 
president's report which has been con- 
strued as recommending separate polit- 
ical action by wage earners was taken 
up. Delegate Barnes, of Philadelphia, 
said the time had come when some 
other means than strikes must be em- 
ployed for the working classes. The 
socialistic party, he said, is growing 
and would continue. 


Delegate Gompers objected to the re- 
port. He £aid he was surprised to hear 
the socialistic delegates speak as they 
bad on the floor of the convention of 
the Federation of Labor. 
Treasurer 
John 6. Lennon also objected to that 
part of the report which reads: "While 
drudging under the wage system to the 
polls." He said he was not under the 
drudgery rule and no other honest man 
was. 


Delegate Pomeroy offered a substi- 
tute for the report oF the committee 
declaring that the failure of the Den- 
ver convention to adopt the twelve 
planks as a political platform made it 
patent that the federation has no plat- 
form which can be called political. 
The substitute elicited a spirited de- 
bate, and was adopted, 1,676 to 214. 


That part of the president's report 
that referred to the missions of trades 
unions was taken up next. 
Delegate 
Pomeroy offered a resolution regarding 
the requireWnt of unions desiring 
admission to the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Samuel Gompers was elected presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor this afternoon by a majority of 
eighteen votes over John McBride, his 
oaly opponent. 
The socialists voted 
for McBride.

Havaxa, Dec. 14 —A dispatch re- 
received here from Cienfuegos says that 
the insurgents under Maceoand Gomez 
were defeated at Mabuguai, near Mani- 
caragua, the town in Santa Clara, which 
is said to have been burned by them. 
Generals Oliver 
and Palanca com- 
manded the government forces. Rabi; 
the insurgent leader, with a strong 
force and a Gatling gun, a dispatch 
from Santiago de Cuba announces, has 
attacked the fort at Ventas de Casa- 
nova, province of Santiago de Cuba. 
The Spanish garrison was compelled to 
abandon the fortification, entrenching 
itself in the neighborhood. 
The insur- 
gents finally retired. 


It is reported here that the insur- 
gents have burned the town of Manica- 
ragua, not far from Siguanea, where 
Gomez and Maceo were reported to 
have mustered their forces.

ragua is an important tobacco market.

The attorneys for the defense in the 
Cunningham murder trial, at Columbia 
City yesterday, succeeded in persuad- 
ing Cunningham to re-occupy the wit- 
ness stand again in the morning. 
He 
said that Wilkinson asked him how 
much money Singer had on the night 
of the murder, to which he explained 
that he might have had more. 
The 
bad temper exhibited by Cunningham 
while on the witness stand is consid- 
ered as a severe blow to the defense 
and leads the public to believe that he

The testimony of Cunningham closed 
the evidence for the defense, after 
which the state brought in witnesses to

I. W. Leonard testified that he saw 
defendant in Borgman's office and told 
him that all the parties were caught 
and that he had better turn state's evi- 
dence. If he would do so it would 
save the county a large sum of money.

This closed the evidence in the case 
and ex-Congressman McNagny opened 
the argument for the state.

If this case is pufhed 
through it will mean that this county 
will be obliged to stand the expenie of 
the trial when iu fact the murder wm 
committed many miles from its bord- 
ers.

abandonment set up by plaintiff was 
good aud valid. 
Again,

ver.sus McNutt, where defendant was 
charged with de.sertiug the table repeat- 
edly prior to the dessert, leaving plaintiff 
alone to face her own pie, the court held 
that this constituted dessertion within 
the statute.) 


These cases merely suggest how wide 
open, free and gladsome is the life in 
Oklahoma.

JOHN JAY'S TBEATY. 


OPÜNED THE 
PORTS OF 
ENGLAND 
T O AMERICAN COMMERCE. 


It Made J a y IJnpopular at the Time, but 
Nov? a Grateful Posterity Will Celebrate 
the Centennial of Onr Commercial Lib- 
erty on I>ec. Ji). 


• It seeiii.s to be geuerally agreed, at 
thi.s lato day, th;;t to John Jay, iirst 
chief ju.-itice of tiio United States, has 
not geuerally been accorded the credit 
that should be his for his immeuse serv- 
ices in securing the adoption of the fa- 
mous Jay treaty in 171)5, by which war 
between the United States aud England 
was avoided and the port.s of Great 
Britain and all her colonies were, thrown 
open to the ships of tho United State.«. 
And, in fact, his countrymen have been 
singularly remi.ss in this matter during 
the pa.st hundred year.s, though it is now 
proposed to commemorate his work iu 
really fitting fashion ou Dec. 19. 
On 
that date a banquet will bo given iu 
New York to a most distinguished com- 
pany of men by the publisher of a new 
history of the commerce of the new 
world, and acting upon the suggestion of 
the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, the ed- 
itor of tho book, Dec, 19 has been tacit 
ly set apart in many centers of commerce 
and industry as Commercial day. 


Although tho Jay treaty was really 
the foundation and cornerstone of the 
early commercial prosperity of the re-

public, the number of citizens of the 
United States who know much about it 
is remarkably small. 
To tell tho story 
adequately would require vastly more 
space than is at the command of the 
present writer, but some notion of the 
causes aud results of the treaty may bo 
gained from the following brief sum- 
mary : After the Revolution the ports of 
Great Britain were closed to the ships 
of the new nation that had so lately 
been a coloiij', and of course without 
free access tt) these ports it was clear 
that it would be I'ractically impossible 
to build up American commerce with 
tho mother country. 
More than that. 
Great Britain had virtual control of the 
high seas 
everywhere 
and American 
ships were at no time safe from British 
interfers^iice. 


President Washington realized more 
than any one else just hor/ important it 
was that commercial frieud.ship should 
subsist between tho old aud the new 
couutry and was uncea.sing in his efforts 
to bring about the desired cordiality of 
feeling. 
But the American people had 
not yet got over the sharp edge of their 
bitterness toward everything Eugli.sh. 
They did not want commercial friend- 
ship or any other sort of friendship with 
tho people of the right little, tight little 
island, aud they were quite willing to 
sacrifice their financial interests in sup- 
port of this feeling. 
This antagouism 
was intensified by the sympathy among 
many Americans with the principles of 
the French revolution, and iu fact there 
was a strong po.ssibility of open hostili- 
ties with England instead of an estab- 
lishment of cordial relations. 


It was while this condition was most 
pronounced that Washington was mo.sfc 
strenuous iu his elToi'ts in tho direction 
iiidicaiod. 
He fully appreciated the ne- 
ces.sity of commercc if the republic was 
to prosper, aud iu the face of tho most 
bitter opposition 
from 
almost 
every 
quarter he selected John Jay to go to 
England aud negotiate the ue.sired treaty. 
J i y was very popular at that time with 
the American masses, but risked aud 
won great unpopularity by accepting 
the mission. 


His qualifications iucluded great legal 
attainments, a judicial mind aud pro- 
nounced dixjlomatic attainments. 
His 
arrival in Loudon was an event of im- 
portance there as well as here, aud dur- 
ing the mouths of his sojourn on the 
other side of the sea he was treated with 
the utmost courtesy and considei-atiou. 
This very fact, hcAvever, brought about 
the beginning of his unpopularity, aud 
when upon his return tho treaty was 
submitted 
for 
approval to President 
Washiiigtou there M as a geueral protest 
again.st its ratification, especially from 
the agricultural population. 


Thi.s was chieiiy because of the pro- 
vision that "war doe.s not wipe out an 
Dbligaticn juado independeut of 
w a r . " 
It thoroughly di.splea.sed certain Amer- 
icans who sought to be relieved of debts 
made before the Ruvolutiou aud owing 
to Englishuieu, but this very provision 
was tho oue that made it possible for 
Jay to negotiate the commercial provi- 
sions that were of grt'ute.-;t value to 
America. 
Some there were in the sea- 
ports, to bo sure, who approved of it, 
but they were in.significant iu number 
compared to those who opposed it, aud 
the I'eeliug was intense. 
This made no 
difference toPresideut Wa.shiugtou, how- 
ever. 
He know the ultiniale rr.sult of 
the treaty W(ml(i Icof incalculable value 
to the L^'nited 
liu v.'as .sati.-^iied 


that the best terui.s rliat could be g(Jt liad 
been secured, and at tho ri.'-k of lo.siug 
his own popularity he stood by Jay aud 
tho treaty. 


Its adoption fairly revolutiouizcd tho 
indusiries of the cuiautry, and as long as 
the republic .shall exist its beuigu influ- 
ence will be i'c-lt on this side tho .sea.

In the meantime Chicago has learned 
a lesson or two about big buildings that 
in time will probably also be taken to 
heart by Now York. 
In consequence of 
these lessons the aldermen of Chicago 
have passed an ordinance limiting the 
height of buildings. Sau Francisco, too, 
has adopted a similar rule, tho argu- 
ments in favor of restriction being the 
same in both cases. 
Prominent among 
these arguments was advanced the ob- 
vious contention that buildings of 15 
and 20 stories, e.spccially when placed 
on narrow streets, shut out altogether 
too much light aud air from the street 
aud from tho lower three or foiir stories. 
It is necc.ssary only to call attention to 
Nassau street, New York, to show the 
reader how obviously correct this con- 
tention is. Nassau street is so narrow a 
thoroughfare that 
it would 
pass for 
nothing more pretentious than an alley 
in Chicago or indeed any other western 
city, yet it is one of the most important 
streets of tho Kuickerbocker town. It is 
crowded aud jammed full of trucks and 
foot passengers during every business 
day, aud some of the highest structures 
in New York are located along its sides. 


These buildings, of which the Amer- 
ican Tract society's new home is the 
tallest, are so high as almost to make 
twilight at noonday in tho parts of the 
street on which they border, and in more 
than one store fronting on the sidewalk 
it is necessary to keep the electric lights 
or gas jets going froili morning tonight, 
no matter how gloriou.sly the sun may 
gild the tops of the brick and stone clift^s 
that line the street. 
Worse yet, there is 
a dampness when the weather is at all 
moist at the bottom of this artificial 
canyon that cannot bo otherwise than 
detrimental to the health of those who 
have to endure it. 
When it is cloudy 
and rainy, it is of course much worse. 
Then the gloom in Nassau street and 
the humidity of the atmosphere are both 
positively appalling. 


Dampness aud darkness, however, are 
not tho only serious disadvantages un- 
der which the occupants of a street lined 
with extravagantly high buildings have 
to labor. In case of fire—and it has been 
found that fire does sometimes work 
havoc in even th.e most vaunted of "fire- 
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proof" buildings—tho danger is many 
fold as great iu altitudiuous buildings: 
as in thdso of more moderate propor- 
tions. 
It is impossible for tho ordinary 
tire engine to throw water to the tops of 
ilie modern skyscrapers, and if walls of 
from l."iO to 
feet and higher fall on j 
narrow .streets the thoroughfare is sure to 
bo entirely blocked aud loss of life is al- 
most as certain to fullow. 
In Chicago 
there are pi a.ctically no streets like Nas- 
sau iu New York, and so there is not 
nearly so much reason for limiting the 
height of buildings there. 
In fact, the 
most .^;erious rca.sons for restriction do 
not esi.st to any extent in Chicago at 


ail, while they mu.s't be plain 
to'the 
most casual observer in Now York. 
At 
the ]ire:eu6 tiuje, however, there seems 
to lio no indication that New Y'ork is 
likely s<i(,u to adopt height restrictions 
iis to ])u>iiie.--s buildings, and it seems 
altogct'ier jjrubal.Je thar tho real eilato 
owners in the down town districts will 
op]i.)so any .'-erious mi tvement iu that di- 
rectidU with ( ven greater vehcmenco 
than ihiy did iu Chicago or t-an Fran- 
cisco, since it cannot but tcud to rediico 
the gilr ed;.;e valuaticu at which some 
of (he gruuiid is Jield.

Of cour.se there are dif- 
ferences iu the details of construction of 
bridge and building trusses, but not 
enough to invalidate the comparison, and 
had it not beeu for the discovery that 
the truss principle is applicable to bitild- 
iugs it would uot have beeii possible to 
put up tho modern skyscrapers at all. 


It would be too mnch to say perhaps 
that tho brick and stouo in the walls of 
most modern buildings form simply a 
dead weight and instead of strengthen- 
ing actually 
weaken

structure, bub it is certain that every 
one of tho very late buildings would 
stand 
quite 
as 
firmly 
if 
tho 
walls 
were removed, aud, further, that while a 
building of the old type, built of brick 
and stouo, might easily be shaken down 
by what in earthquake countries would 
bo termed a moderate shock one of the 
new typo would withstand stich a shock 
almost as well as the famotis

wooden frame buildings of Japan. Men

ly overset. 
The brick in the walls, 
which is mostly hollow and hence of 
unusual lightness, would undoubtedly 
fall out of place, but the riveted steel 
frames would hang together even if sub- 
jected to the severest imaginable strai». 


According to all accounts, Chicago 
has never witnessed any livelier hus- 
tling than was proceeded with during 
the mouth of October at the corner of 
Dearboru and Van Buren streets.

Bradford was confined, awaiting trial, 
say that he is a consummate actor. 


It was well known that Dr. Bradford 
had money, or, at all events, the means 
of raising it readily, 
before 
he 
was 
broright to trial. 
He tried 
to 
bribe 
everybody with whom he came in con- 
tact. 
Assistant United States District- 
Attorney Hinman charged him 
with 
this in court when he pleaded for post- 
ponement. 
"I kuow," said the lawyer, 
"that he has made an attempt to bribe 
the physician of the jail. 
He has made 
an attempt to bribe a United States offi- 
cial to have his trial put over to the 
next term of the court." 
"While he was 
in Ludlow street jail Bradford procured 
—and is presumed to have paid very 
liberally for them—more 
liberty 
and 
luxury than it would be possible for any 
man without abundant means to ob- 
tain. 
Even when he was sentenced 
Bradford tried to use his wealth as a 
bulwark 
against 
prison 
doors. 
He 
begged piteously with Judge Brown to 
let him off with a heavy fine. 


"Judge," he said, "I have kept my 
promise to you. 
I have given the Fed- 
eral officers most important informa- 
tion. 
They have found 
plates 
for 
counterfeit notes just where I told them 
they were buried and might be found 
I have confessed everything freely. 
I 
think that justice should be satisfied in 
my case if a fine were imposed. 
1 a.m 
able to pay a fine—even a large fine— 
and will guarantee to do so within five 
days." 


Detectives employed oa the case v/ere 
very much puzzled to find out where Dr 
Bradford's money was put away. 
He 
had no bank account that they could 
discover, and the amount of cash he 
had in prison did not appear to exceed 
$200. 
The mystery was 
explained 
when Bradford was talieu to the peui- 
teutiary in Brooklyn. 
He carried un- 
der his arm a bundle of papers very 
much the worse for weaj which he kept 
closely guarded all the time he was ic

Ludlow street jail, ¿ind which were sup- 
po.-jed 10 bo memoranda about his own 
career and the crime of which he was 
convicted. 
While Bradford was being 
s(>arched he handed the warden a formi- 
dable 
pasteboard 
envelope, 
securely 
sealed, and asked him tx> take care of it 
uuLii he was released. 


"What is it?" asked the warden. 
"Merely some private papers and a 
few triiios that I should not like to have 
destroyed." 


Dr. Brndford looked very sullen wlien 
told it wDuld be necessary to have the 
package opened and its contents esaai- 
Ined in the presx^uce of witnesses. 


Carefully wrapped iu 
cotton 
were 
eleven beautiful 
unset 
diamonds, the 
largest of them (to use the expression 
of the jailer) a^i large as a hazlenut. 
The other stones were smaller, but were 
of sufiicient value to keep Dr. Bradford 
in comfort for the remainder of his life 
if he were a free man. 


In addition there were title deeds aud 
mortgages on property in New 
York 
city. 
There were also smaller jewels, 
and some cash. 
Exclusive of the real 
estate the prqperty^wa^ gsUmated as 


wortb ?40,0'J0, and it was easny negnrra- 
ble, 


"I suppose these diamonds are genu- 
ine?" said the v,-ardeu, handling them 
rcither gingerly, 


" H u m p h s a i d Bradford, "they have 
always iieen genuine enough to satisfy 
me. 
All 1 ask of you is to keep them 
safely until 1 get out of here." 


While Bradford was undergoing the 
usual convict trimming iu the barber 
shop Warden Hayes satisfied himself 
of the genuineness of the gems and the 
validity, if not the value, of the securi- 
ties. 
A message sent to Bradford by a 
reporter brought the response that he 
had nothing whatever to say about the 
matter except that the 
property 
be- 
longed to him. and that it had been 
honestly earned. 
From what the jailer 
said he appeared to be exceedingly an- 
noyed that knowledge of his riches had 
become public. 


"V\'arden Hayes objects to being made 
responsible for the package while Brad- 
ford is serving his term and will ask 
the commissioners of charities and cor- 
rection- to relieve him. 
The warden 
says it was the most valuable package 
ever turned over to him by a prisoner. 


Dr. Bradford, despite 
his 
previous 
prison experience in Sing Sing, did not 
seem to think that the package would 
be opened in the Kings county peniten- 
tiary. 
It was not disturbed while he 
was in Ludlow street jail. 
The usual 
course, when a convicted man has prop- 
erty of this nature to be taken care of, 
is to utilize a safe deposit company. 
If 
a prisoner is frank about matters of 
this kind time is usually allowed him to 
make arrangements. 
It was allowed 
John Y. McKane, foi; instance, before 
he was taken to Sing Sing. 
Dr. Brad- 
ford could undoubtedly have arranged 
it so if he had wished to take anybody 
into his confidence.

I know an instance 
where three lawyers employed 
by 
a 
receivership, were retained by one of 
the receivers to defend him 
against 
charge of misconduct in the manage- 
ment of a railroad. 
They charged ?10,- 
000 apiece as their fees and took the 
money out of the treasury of the bank- 
rupt corporation they were 
regularly 
serving as attorneys. 
I know another 
case of a lawyer being employed to at- 
tend to a little business connected with 
the transfer of the- ownership of a gas 
company. 
His services 
would 
have 
liberally compensated with $500. 
He 
had a lot of securities in his hands and 
he put in a bill for |10,666, and got the 
money before he would give up the 
securities. 
Another ca*se came to my 
notice lately of the same sort of legal 
robbery. 
A jobbing house sent out a 
collection to a lawyer in Montana for 
$5,000. 
The lawyer brought suit, col- 
lected the money and kept it all, send- 
ing in a bill for ?5,000 for his services. 
On a smaller scale, but in the same line, 
is a case in this city. 
A firm gave a 
lawyer a bill of $175 to collect. He col- 
lected it, but failed for 
long time to 
report on it. After a number of letters 
had been sent him asking him to call 
and settle he sent in a bill for $200 for 
collecl^ing the 
$175. Many 
eminent 
lawyers, avowedly scale their fees to 
the amount of work iiivolved. 
Apply 
this theory 
of 
compensation to the 
medical profession 
and a doctor who 
saves a man's life would he warranted 
in taking "a large share of the property. 
It takes no more brains and no more 
experience to be a good lawyer thkn to 
be a good journalist, 
yet 
the good 
la.wyer ordinarily charges a thousand 
dollars for an amount ot time and spe- 
cial knowledge and skill for which the 
good journalist would be gald to get a 
hundred.

Before committing himself to an opin- 
ion the medical man consulted wHI do 
well to examine the ¡beginner on dis- 
mounting from the machine as well as 
beforehand; there are certain cardiac 
defects which only become recogniza- 
ble when the subject is under the in- 
fluence of excitement or fatigue. 
2. 
A cyclist should at first be contented 
•with a moderate pace, not exceeding 
twelve 
kilometers 
per 
hour 
(about 
seven miles and a haló. 
A higher rate 
of speed should only be indulged In 
after the rider has gone through a regu- 
lar course of training. 
If a break In 
the practice occurs, lasting even a few 
days, the cyclist should recommence at 
the slower rate. 
3. The temptation to 
go quickly must be confrolled as fSr 
as possible. 
A jbicycle travels -well- 
nigh of its own accord, and it is very 
hard to resist the "delirium of speed." 
"With a light machine on a good road, 
and helped ever so little by the breeze, 
an 
amateur, 
even 
when 
only 
half 
trained, can easily achieve his twenty- 
five kilometers within the hour (fifteen 
miles and a half). 
This is too much, 
seeing that when doing from fourteen 
to sixteen kilometers the rider's pulse 


rises to 150.—Lancet.

oiiense was for statements made in his 
recent address at Edinburg. Scoiland, 
which, the resolution claimed, were 
derogatory to the protective policy of 
United States and rttlacted upon the 
people oi this country. 
This roeolu- 
tion, which also called lor investigation 
of the charges against Mr. Bayard, W8s 
referred to t^e house committee on 
foreign allairs, with the iuipeacbment 
proviKion stricken out. 
Washington 
dispaiches siiy that the committee wiil 
report a resolution of censure. 
That 
part of Mr. Bayard's speecii which BO 
frightfully wounded the feelings of the 
protectionists is as follows: 


In my own country I have witneEsed 
the insatiable growth oi that iorru oi 
state socialism 
styled 
"Protection," 
which 1 believe has done more to loster 
class legislation and create inequality 
of fortune, to corrupt public hie, to 
banish men of independent mind and 
character from the public councils, to 
lower the tone of national representa- 
tion, blunt public conscience, 
create 
false standards in the popular miud, 
to familiarize it with reliance upon state 
aid and guardianship in private affaire, 
divorce ethics from politics, and place 
politics upon the low level of a mer- 
cenary scramble, than any other single

Step b^ step, and largely owiaiZ to 
the contusion of civil strife, it has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining control of the 
sovereign 
power oi taxation, 
never 
hesitating at any

verting public taxation 
from its 
< nly 
true justification and furction, of creat- 
ing revenue for the support of 
the

its injunction to provitle for the help- 
less :imi care for the need3-, its promise 
or pledge that when we leave the bod3' 
we shall take up our residence in "a 
house not made with hands." 
Then 
eojupare tlie.se pectiliarities with the 
general teaching of any other religious 
svstem on the jilanot, and 3-ou will be 
compelled to atlmit that in the produc- 
tion of a noble life Christianity leads 
all the ro.st. 


It is not strange, therefore, that this 
higher thought was ushered in b^- an 
overture in which 
angels 
jiredicted 
peace on earth and good will to men. 
Nor m od w o w onder if He who bore the 
sacrcd 
iiHssago from Heaven 
healed 
the sick or raised the dead 1)3' a word 
of command. 
The Person who could 
project Himself into the life of IS cen- 
turies .-iud give shape to more than 50 
general ions would find it an easy task 
to master tho m3-stcries of disease and 
death.

: The Physiological Effect of Weeping;. 
• It is generally supposed that frequent 
fweeplng is injurious to the eyes. 
This, 
Bcientists assert, is a great mistake, as 
a copiions shower of tears washes the 
eyeballs, cleanses the glands about 
¿hem and generally improves their con- 
dition. 
They do not, however, exer- 
cise a beneficial effect on tlié" eyelids, 
(but cause puffiness and great inflam- 
mation. 
What one might call the sen- 
Itimehta! effect of tears is a most inter- 
esting study. 
It has frequently been 
isaid iliy unsusceptible people that tears 
a confession of weakness. 
This, 
¡however, is not true. 
Weeping is 
caused by a vibration of the nerves of 
the eyes, and is a purely physical act, 
superinduced, of course, by mental agi- 
tation and bodily pain. 
Men are less 
likely to weep than women, because 
their nerves are not so sensitive. Phy- 
sicians universally agree that weeping 
m^hen one is in sore distress of mind or 
ibody is a most beneficial operation. It 
relieves nerve strain and may prevent 
an attack of insanity. 
Naturalists 
bàvé pften remarked that no member of 
the ape family can shed tears, although 
in other respect's they are so very like 
ihuman beings, but the ape has no lach- 
rymal gland, and, therefore, this sign 
pf distress is impossible.

A Pretty TCxperiment.

It is impossible, without an air-pump, 
to produce a perfect vacuum, but one 
sufficient for the purpose of this ex- 
periment may be produced by means of 
a bit of burning paper. 
Suspend a 
•wine-glass 
from a chandelier of the 
ceiling by a string, as shown in the cut, 
and hold the burning paper under it. 
The air will dilate with the heat and in 


tooling will make a partial vacuum in 
tihe interior of the glass. 


This will suffice to cause a porcelain 
plate to adhere to the glass, provided 
you press it to the glass firmly and 
evenly before the cooling of the air be- 
gins. 
As a precaution, to secure an 
air-tight joint, you might rub the sur- 
face of the plate with suet 


The principle here illustrated is the 
equal pressure of the atmosphere on all 
Bides, except in the interior of the glass, 
mrhere there is a vacuum, thus keeping 
the two articles together. 


The Use of Parla Green. 
' There is probably no insecticide that 
Is so useful and so generally in de- 
mand as Paris green. 
It is a prepara- 
tion of arsenic, and is fatal to a very 
great number of gardeners' and florists' 
pets. 
One of the difficulties in using 
it is that it settles to the bottom of the 
gessel in wtioh the . solution 
ma4e. 


Experiments are in progi'ess looUiug to 
a preparation which will not have this 
objection. 
Tho coarse 
crystals are 
thought to be very much strongpr, and 
this peculiarity has made a market for 
it, when in reality there is a tine pow- 
der which is less expensive and more 
effective. 
There is a new process in 
the manufacture of Paris green, by 
which it is combined with acetic acid. 
In one of the new forms it is an im- 
palpable powder which will remain in 
suspension for many hours. 
If this 
proves to be the success it promises, 
it is superior in quality to the ordinary 
Paris green and costs but half as much.

A New Fruit Crop. 


Experiments are being 
made in 
Georgia with Japanese plums, and ac- 
counts of them indicate that they will 
be a most profitable market fruit The 
trees bear a year after planting, and in 
two or three years' time will yield from 
one to two bushels of fruit. 
It is very 
large, beautifully colored and an excel- 
lent shipper. 
Orchards of this fruit 
will pay better than almost any crop 
raised, as it comes into 
bearing so 
quickly, while for ordinary fruits one 
must wait several years. 
It has been 
suggested that people who wish to plant 
orange groves should plant plum groves 
at the same time, as while the orange 
trees are coming on the plums are a 
paying investment. 
There are certain 
varieties that may be picked while, 
quite hard, and if carefully gathered 
and 
wrapped, will keep for several 
weeks and ripen into rich and perfect 
fruit with a fine color and flavor. 


Infiaenza. 


A strange exemption from influenza 
has been noticed among some of the 
workmen in a factory at Valreas, De- 
partment of Vaucluse, France. 
The 
building has two wings, one devoted to 
the manufacture of Bristol board, the 
other to lithography. 
In the former, 
thirty-five out of fifty hands have been 
seriously ill with influenza; in the lat- 
ter, not a single operative has had even 
a cold. 
A similar state of things has 
been noticed in seven other factories 
near by. M. Naquet, who communi- 
cates the fact to the Paris Academie de 
Medecine, thinks that the immunity is 
due to the vapors of spirits of turpen- 
tine, of which a quantity is used with 
each lithographic machine. 


Cnro for Astiima. 


The following is said to be a cure 
for asthma, and, as such, is interesting 
to all sufferers from this distressing 
malady. 
Of course, it may not be a 
specific in all cases, for it is a well- 
known fact that the same remedies do 
not affect all persons alike. 
"At the 
moment of the attack, spray rapidly the 
back of the patient with chloride of 
methyl, from above downward and 
from below upward. 
The attack will 
cease in a few moments; if not, spray 
lightly the upper part of the chest. If 
the skin be delicate, as in woman, cover 
the parts with a bit of fine gauze, and 
make the strength of the spray pro- 
portionate to the strength of the patient 
and the violence of the attack." 


Gra.ss stains should be rubbed with 
molasses thoroughly and then washed 
out as usual. 
Another treatment is to 
rub with alcohol and then 
wash in 
water. 


Kctiy Green's Wealth. 


The 
popular 
estimate 
of 
Hetty 
Green's fortune ranges from 
twenty 
million to one hundred million dollars, 
and probably the former figures are 
not far from the truth. 
Almost every- 
thing she has touched has turned into 
cash, but probably she has never made 
a luckier investment than when, in 
1877, she foreclosed a mortgage for 
$100,000 on some Chicago real estate. 
Nearly all the current stories of Mrs.

RESTORING THE PARTHENON. 


The Old Greek Teinpli- to 15« Preserved 
i'roDi Flirt !ior Decay. 


It r.ow seems probable that tlie re- 
niuiu.'-- (if the Parthenon at Athens will 
bo pre.'^iU'ved froiji further decay, and 
eventually a complete resloration of the 
teniplo Mill be effected. 
Tiio (4reek 
Arcliieolojiical society, which is report- 
ed to Iiave at least ^r200,(J<l() in its treas- 
ury, is now at work in ai'ivsting tho 
di.^integration of the ruins. The task of 
preservation is a very great one—great- 
er, perhaps, than the rebuilding of tiie 
tfimple, for tiie ruins, e.s])ecially tho 
architrave in the eastern as v.-ell as tho 
\V(!Sterii fr(/!it, aro apparently readj to 
fall to pieces at the slightest shock, and 
should these architraves go the ruins 
will 
have lost their chief 
grandeur; 
nothing but the beautiful coIunu:s would 
remain. 
JMr. ,st. (Jlair pre.sents the fol- 
lowing facts, whicli are interesting 
euough to repeat: 


"The ruins are yellow as crocus from 
age, and, since tho uew Pentelic marble 
is sugary white, tlie insertion of a new 
stoue, tliey arguo, would destroy all 
veneraideue.'^s. But the real diliiculty is 
iiot sentimental. 
It i.s how to take tho 
ruins apart without de.'-troying too much 
of them. Every g0(id stoue must b(i pro- 
served, if po.isible, and the niasonry is 
.so complete tliat it v.-as never meant to 
be disturbed. It has been stiggested that 
the ruins be braced up with Urouzo rod 
tics and then let alone, but this would 
not arrest tho disintegvatiou that is 
steadily goiug on. New stone.s must bo 
in.serted, and if there i.«? mouev enough 
the broken columns will bo replaced and 
a tenipt rary roof put on. 


"Three eminent archaeologists have 
beeu chosen to superintend tho work of 
preservation of what i.s left of tho groat 
Phidias and Ictiuns iu this 
temple. 
Thoy aro Herr Dunn of Germauy, M. 
Mague of Franco and F. (t. Penroi-n, 
tho famcms Engli.shman who di.^-covered 
the lines of tiio Parthenon .some 40 
years ago. 
Mr. Peiu-ose i.s the cliief liv- 
ing autJioritj-on tho principles of Greek 
architecture. 
He is now an old man, 
birt without his personal supervision it 
is doubtful whetlier 
thi.s 
important 
work could be undertaken witli ab.soluto 
confidence. 
For many years after Mr. 
Penro.se jiublished his investigations the 
widest diver.^ity of opinion wa.s entor- 
taiued among contemporary archa'olo- 
gi.sfs as to the lines oi: the Parthenon. 
Mr. Penrose di.scovered that there was 
not a straj.'^ht line iu the temple, but 
that it was a series of curves from 
foundation to comb of roof, aud that 
these cupves described complete parabo- 
las. He found tl;o .steps at the center of 
tlu; building tlu'ce inch(\s higher than :'t 
tho euds and th(i columns of the peri- 
style slight ly sloping iuward. 
He also 
found the j.roportions of the temple and 
reduced them to fipures, and here was 
one of the chief secrets of its wonderful 
beauty. 


"The Partheuou was not the largest 
of the Greik temples, it being only 
230x102 feet, the peristyie cfdumns be- 
iug 20 feet iu height aiul (ji., feet iu 
diameter at the ba.se, but the length, 
breadth aud depth were as Jiearly abso- 
lute in their harmony aud completeness 
of proportion as have ever beeu conceived. 
Nowhere else has such complete sweet- 
uess of proportiou been approached, and 
it is in this cue essential quality that 
the Parlheuou will always stand out 
alone iu the supreiuacy of its beautj". 
Had the edifice beeu six feet longer or 
two feet higher or three feet wider this 
harmony would have been spoiled. 
It 
has beeu asked if this complete harmo- 
ny of proportion in this one building 
was not an accident, but it was perhaus 
uo more so than the building itself, 
which was erected iu the proudest days 
of Athen.s, wheu Pericles was iu au- 
thority and wheu Phidias wa.s invited 
to do his best"—Illustrated Americau.

Professor Marks says that Mi-. Edi- 
son's workingmeu have perfected for 
him a i)honograph that is a vast im- 
provemeufc on the pre.seut device. In- 
stead of tho squeak that comes out of 
the machine now it will give the exact 
tone, quality, overtone aud all the char- 
acteristic.s of any sound at all with per- 
fect fidelity. This effect has been gain- 
ed by the exquisite finene.s.s with which 
the sapphire points are made. Ihe ex- 
traordiuary care u.sed iu making and 
mounting the diaphragm and a great 
reduction in the fineness of tho threads, 
there being 400 to tho iw..-h in the uew 
machine. —Philadelphia Ledger.
